A: Well, I can’t tell you what to 
think. 

Q: Getting back to referees, you 
said what you do is kept away 
from the referee’s sight. Do 
you believe, like most 
intelligent athletes, that if no 
one says it’s illegal, it’s legal? 

A: Of course. Look, this isn’t 
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some sort of Sunday School 
competition. I’m in this thing 
to win. That’s how I get my 
money. Nobody pays top 
dollar to a loser. Every smart 
wrestler knows that. If some- 
body feels that sticking to the 
rules is more important than 
winning, the lobotomy was 
successful. In this sport, it’s 
every man for himself. If 
you don’t think that way, 
you're not a man. 


Is it tough to deceive the 
referees? 

Sure as hell is. These guys 
are top professionals. They 
know what to look for. That’s 
why you can never do the 
same thing twice, at least not 
in exactly the same way. 

So when you're in the ring, 
you have two enemies: the 
wrestler and the referee. 

I have thousands of enemies. 
They're all jealous of me. 
Look, not only do wrestlers 
and referees hate my guts, but 
there’s the promoters, com- 
missioners, fans, state 
officials, even the hot dog 
vendor hates me. I don’t care, 
either. I’m ‘the only one who 
matters. The others are there 
to serve me. Nobody else is 
going to help me win, so to 
hell with them.

of a tag team partner. 

I don’t have any kind of 
partners. I’m in this for myself 
and only myself.

Anyone can see it 
doesn’t matter a damn if 
you're pure as snow or rotten 
to the core.

wouldn’t even go to an arena 
for that money. And these 
guys think it’s worth it 
because they’re “‘dignified 
sportsmen.” Dignity doesn’t 
put steak on the table.

Would you change your style 
if the “scientific wrestlers” 
became the big money 
makers? 


‘Sure. And when hell freezes 


over I’ll buy ice skates. Look, 
sport—and this country—is 
made up’of winners, not good 
sports. Anyone who doesn’t 
take advantage of every dirty 
trick, every low blow, every 
illegal tactic is nothing but a

Dusty 
didn’t bellow fitfully. Instead, he 
handed the belt to the referee and 
stood in the aisle, a dazed 
expression on his bloody face. 

He just stared at the referee, the 
timekeeper, and the arrogantly 
triumphant figure of Race dancing 
around the ring, brandishing the 
belt.

incidence of fan violence: 
possibility of having a second 
referee in the ring; can wrestling 
ever expect to have just one world 
champion; and many other 
important concerns. 


The first project’ I have 
undertaken is a broad-based 
investigation into whether certain 
wrestlers should be suspended or 
banned from the sport. The first 
report regarding this matter has 
already been published (WRES- 
TLING ANNUAL/Fall 1978). 
However, there is no way of telling 
just how far-reaching this work will 
eventually be. 

I am very fortunate to have 
friendships with many great 
wrestlers. They have all promised 
me complete cooperation in this 
venture. I feel their aid will be 
instrumental in achieving the goals 
of the IFW. Men like Dusty 
Rhodes, Jack Brisco, Ken Patera, 
Bob Backlund, Superstar Graham, 
Mil Mascaras, and Rocky Johnson 
have been helpful to me in the past. 
I expect them to be cooperative in 
the future. 

Many of my colleagues asked me 
to reconsider my decision to 
become IFW chairman. They 
pointed out to me the virtues of 
being a wrestling reporter—the 


glory, the travel, the commitment. 
But I feel my mission for the future 
of wrestling takes precedent over 
all other concerns. I do love what I 
have been doing, and I will miss it. 
But there comes a time in 
everyone's life when he must make 
a major change, must exert his 
influence to make this world the 
best of all possible worlds. By 
joining the IFW, I feel I am doing 
my part. 

Of course, I would be less than 
honest if I did not admit I have 
many regrets about leaving 
INSIDE WRESTLING. It has 
been one of the best experiences of 
my life. I will always be grateful to 
our esteemed editor, Peter King, 
for giving me the opportunity to 
become a member of this staff. 
From Randy Gordon and Dan 
Shocket, I learned the inner 
workings of wrestling. Bill Apter 
showed me how to dig up the best 
possible story. And there are many 
others who aided me along the 
way. It would be impossible to list 
them all. 

The sun is setting over the ocean 
outside my summer home here. It is 
a glorious sight, one which 
normally lifts my spirits. But today 
it saddens me. I realize that come 
Monday morning, I will not be 
heading down the Lond Island 
Expressway to search for a story. 
There will be no more endless 
nights in strange motel rooms 
sitting in front of a typewriter 
trying to squeeze out the last few 
words of an investigation.

stick. They’re forced to travel, 
often kicked out of an area at 
the first opportunity. Men like 
lvan Koloff, Stan Hansen, 
Bruiser Brodie, and Spiros 
Arion know their real enemy 
never faces them in the ring. It’s 
the promoters whom they must 
beat time and time again. And 
the promoters are doing what 
the fans want. 

Guys with guts scare the fans. 
Crowds like to cheer the safe, 
the stupid. That’s why cowards 
like Paul Jones, Bob Backlund, 
and Greg Gagnecan stay in one 
place forever. When someone 
comes along like Stan Stasiak, 
the fans get scared. They know 
he'll destroy their favorite. So 
the promoters give the so- 
called rulebreaker a fast shuffle 
and he’s on the road again. 


This must stop. Too many 
careers have been wrecked by 
constant traveling, not getting 
a chance to really study the 
competition. The best wrestlers 
in the world are never allowed to 
be at their best. In no other sport 
do the fans consciously destroy 
the best athletes. Only wrestling 
fans are that stupid. 

One would think the 
promoters would stand. up to 
the fans, showing courage in- 
stead of cowardice. One would 
think that only until one hears 
these greedy swine discussing 
wrestling. To them it’s only

dollars and cents. They have 
never marveled at the beauty of 
a piledriver, cheered a flying 
backbreaker. To them, money 
talks and all others must silently 
obey.

Can 
they really be dumb to the 
genius of Ray Stevens, Super 
Destroyer, and Ric Flair. Can 
they really worship Rick Steam- 
boat? Have they no eyes to see? 
Have they no brains to 
appreciate what they see? The 
evidence seems to point to 
blindness and stupidity. 

' So those few matches when 
the greats are around must be 
appreciated to their fullest. We 
must cherish the bouts when 
Spiros Arion thrills with his; 
magnificence. We must try to 
forget that one day he will be 
driven from us, forced into exile 
by fans too stupid to appreciate 
him and promoters too greedy 
to care. Cowards like Chief Jay 
Strongbow and Peter Maivia 
will once again sleep soundly. 

Is there any way to change 
this disgrace? Lou Albano, no 
stranger to explusions from 
areas, doesn't think so. 

“When | first started,” the wily 
veteran recalls, “| couldn't 
believe the fans were so stupid. | 
thought | was coming into the 
sport when fan intelligence had 
to be at its lowest. Then, as | 
matured, it became apparent 
fan intelligence is always at its 
lowest. | gave up along time ago 
hoping to see smart fans and 
courageous promoters. You 
just accept it as a fact of life. 
Fans don’t change. Promoters 
don’t change.

authorized to check a wrestler’s 
taped hands. You are not a 
commission member. You are a 
sneaky reporter who is out to 
destroy this beautiful sport, and 
there’s nothing in any rulebook 
where it Says sneaky reporters 
are allowed to check a wrestler’s 
taped hands.” 

That told me one thing: 
Stasiak was hiding something. 
What else could | think? What 
would you have thought? | asked 
him again to allow me to 
examine the hand. 

“| said get away from me,” 
yelled Stasiak. “You have no 
right whatsoever to check my 
hand. When state athletic 
commissions make it a law that 
reporters should be allowed to 
check a wrestler out before a 
match, then, and only then, will]! 
let you come near me. My hand 
has already been examined, as 
you saw, and all | have on is 
some tape. Now get out of here!” 

As | left, he laughed, ‘‘and 
make sure you write that the 
long controversy is over—that 
Stan Stasiak does not use a 
foreign object of any kind under 
the tape!” 

Well, with a bit of prying, 
snooping, and asking questions, 
| found out that the commission 
member who checked out 


Stasiak’s hands in New York is - 


also Stasiak’s cousin. | also 
found out that Stan has been 
paying off commission members 
across the country for a long 
time to overlook his taped fist.
